Tho debato yeaterdny iu tho House showed 
pretty conclusively the feeling of the As- 
sembly on direct and indirect taxation. Out 
of a Houao cf twelvo members, nine, incl'- 
ding the ohairman, wore in favor of tho 
indirect system. All the claims of com- 
merce, all the prophecies of rum, nil l lie 
porsonal denunciations provad unavailing, 
and the Housa deliberately deoided that 
where one of two taxes had to bo abolished, 
the repeal should rest on that one which was 
most difficult of collection and most obnox- 
ious to tho inhabitants. When tho collision 
cama between an indirect impost of one- 
half per cent on imported articles and a 
direct tax of ono per cent, on real estate, 
which has been the most irksome of all our 
taxes, it was not difficult to foreseo lho re- 
sult. In the ono instance the tax is collect- 
ed with so much easo and bears so lightly 
on the public, that scarcely a perceptiblo 
diflerenco would be felt in Its removal; in 
the other the burden is so intolerable that a 
largo pnrlion of it is pushed od to the should 
ers of the succeeding yeur and another huge 
portion is only paid when the property 
has beeD sold by the Government. — 
A great doal has been said about the 
justice of making real estate owners con- 
tribute more than any other class to the re- 
venue, and nobody disputes tho principle ; 
but it is one thing making a class bear its 
sharo of ihe general burdens, and another 
driving it inti collision with the Government 
and throwing its property into endless liti- 
gation. The act might, it is true.be amended, 
but it would bo like the Incorporation Act 
— it would requiro patching every session, 
and then cease to give satisfaction. The 
only course was a total abolition. Wbtn 
bills granting municipalities to the various 
districts shall have passed, a much simpler 
und mncb juster Bcheme will be devised for 
taxing real estate. The speculator, as well 
as tho bona fide resident, will then have to 
pay his proper quota towards the construc- 
tion and repair of roadB, and tho general 
government will bo relieved of an expendi- 
ture that will bring its demands within a 
much more mode6t compass than at present. 

There was, however, another question in 
yesterday's debate besides that of direct and 
indirect taxation — tho question ot commercial 
supremacy. If yon retain tho half-per-cent 
on goods coming to Victoria, said tho sup- 
porters of the repeal of ibe act, you will 
drive our British Columbian trado to New 
Westminster. The movers iD the matter, 
however, went a litllo loo far ; they were 
not satisfied merely with the abolition of 
the half per cent, but they wanted the cattle 
tax act reoealed, and the permits on veget- 
ables abolished, showiog clearly that it was 
the old superstition about tho free port thai 
was urging them more than the dread of 
losing their trade with British Columbia. 
Of course we had the same dismal prophecies 
that were recited last year about the port 
being destroved, and some other town rising 
up to dispute with us the trade of tho neigh- 
boring~eolony, but as in that instance the 
predictions were sadly falsified, so iu tho 
present they are likely to come to naught. 
Did the facts really appeur otherwise— did 
our prospeet3 show tho sombre hue, which 
sorno boa. gentlemen were pleased to give 
them, there is still a remedy to be applied 
lo meet the urgency of tho case, without 
destroying ihe most convenient of all 
sources of revenue. It was suggested yes. 
terday in the House lhat all imported 
merchandise exported to New Westmin- 
ster should pay nothing to the revenue 
of the colony — lhat tho half per cent, 
should be raised to one per cont. and the ex- 
ported urticles receive a drawback. This 
ivould afford ull the relief required, and would 
not entail an additional oxpense on the colony 
of over 82000, while at the Bame time it 
would bo increasing ihe rovenuo three or 
foul times that amount, Tho expense and 
tho bother of such a system are moro buga- 
boos ; the scheme might be ho simplified thai 
tho mercantile class would find it almost ns 
easy lo ship their goods then as now. If this 
cIiihs are sincere In what they say — that they 
desin only to bo unimpeded in their trade 
with Ilrilish Columbia — here is an opportu- 
nity which tho Assembly oDers them. We 
would advise thorn for the hundredth lima In 
discard tho idea of keeping the port of Vic- 
toria free — to relinquish a oourso Hint will 
sacrifice the substanco for tho shadow— tbo 
material advantages for an empty name. Lol 
them only meet the Assembly in a rcasonublu 
spirit, throwing asido prejudice and predilec- 
tion, und we have no doubt Ihey will find in 
the present Honso every assistance that a 
Legislature, anxious for tho country's welfare, 
can afford.

Mr. Dennes rose to n question of breach of 
privilege. In the Chronicle of Friday lata 
be had been agnin called a " bankrupt legis- 
lator," which hu c. -.isidored o gross breach 
of privilege, and on insult to the dignity ol 
the House, and he called upon hon. members 
to protect the House agaio.it 6uch outrages ; 
he would therefore move that the proprietors, 
employes, or reporters of tho Chronicle be 
expelled the House. 

Dr. Dickson seconded the motion, believ-" 
i n g that it was absolutely necessary tout the 
House should protect itself from those fre- 
quent attacks ugainst tho personal character 
of tho members.

Mr. DeCosmos said n matter connected 
wilh breach ol privilege could be dealt with 
whenever the subject came up. 

The Speaker questioned whether it was the 
correct course for the House to exclude re- 
porters for what was sold outside of the de- 
bato. 

Mr. DeCosmos said that tho personal at- 
tack made on the hon. member for Salt 
Spring affected that gentleman's position in 
tho House, and was cloarly a breach of the 
privilege ol the House. He was willing to 
allow u wide margin to newspapers (or the 
statements they made, as they might be made 
unintentionally in a hurry, nod ho had therefore 
opposed in the first instauco any extreme 
measures being taken, but wheu he aaw the 
same churgo repeated be thought it was going 
too far, aud the hon. member should bo pro- 
tected by the House. He, however, thought 
the proposition before the Houao too severe, 
and would move : 

" That tho reporters and employes of the 
Chronicle be excluded from this House lor 
one week from tho present, unless within 
that time a suitable apology be made in that 
paper lor having applied in an item the term 
' Bankrupt Legislator 1 to the hon. member 
for Salt Spring Island on Friday last.'' 

Dr. Tolmio seconded Mr. DeCosmos' 
amendment. 

Tho Speaker thought it was punishing the 
public and not the paper. 

Mr. Cochrnne moved that the question be 
referred to the Committee oT Privilege, who 
if they found that a gross privilege had been 
commiited would so report to the House to 
deal with it ; but ho thought it most undig- 
nified on tho part ol tho House to cxcludo 
reporter, the Ireedom o( the press being one 
ot our moat valued lights. 

Mr. Cunningham seconded. 

Dr. Powell waa of the same way of think- 
i ng 

Dr. Dickson and Mr. Dennes ogain ollered 
a few remarks- 
Mr. McClure rose to protest ngainst burlc- 
bulking this insult to the House by sending 
it to a Committee ol Privilege. The case was 
too nygravated a one to admit of temporis- 
ing. When the first personal attack was 
mado on tho hon, member for Salt Spring 
the matter was referred to a committee, and 
it was thought that if the nowspapor did not 
apologise the least it should have done in 
the interim was to have retrained from its in- 
sulting personal allusions. But instead o( 
that it repeuted tho offenco the lollowing 
morning. Some hon. gentlemen had spoken 
ol the liberty of thopre=s; but if there was 
anything which tended more than another to 
destroy tho dignity and influence of the 
press it was the publication of gross libels on 
the private character of individuals. Had the 
paper in question attacked ill; lion member 
politically — had it criticised his conduct on 
the political questions of the day — he (Mr. 
MeClure) would havo been tho Inst person to 
interfere, because he believe 1 in the press 
having the greatest possible latitude in Iho 
discussions of public questions. But in tho 
present instance a man's private nllairs had

those enunciated >.;' the paper (hear, hear).

Dr. Tolmie said ho should prefer that those 
who woro in favor of retaining the half per 
cent, tax should speak lirst, so that he might 
bn enabled to nnswei their arguments, No 
hon. gentleman, he believed, would deny that 
land was a just and proper thing lo tnx, and 
ho strenuously advocated the retention of the 
land tax and Iho abolition of tho harbor dues. 

Mr. DeCosmos reiterated his arguments in 
favor of abolishing the real estate tax and 
retaining tho Harbor Dues Act. Ho taunted 
tho hon. second member for tho cuy (Dr. 
Powell) wilh having tho most convenient 
disposition for shonging his viowu. Ho was 



In favor of tbo resolutions when they wore 
lirst brought up, and now lie was opposing 
them. 

Dr. Powell — Only a portion of them. 
Mr. DeCosmos — Tho lion, gentlomnn was 
also now opposed to tho power to tax lands 
being conceded to the municipality. He 
always thought tho hon. gentleman was a 
warm fiipporter of municipal institutions, 
Mr. DeCosmos urged upon the Committee the 
udvisability of doing away with Iho obnoxious 
land lax, und riot making any change just now, 
with union piohubly closo at hand, in tho 
fiscal policy of the colony. 

Dr. Powell said he was not disposed to in- 
terfere with tho fiscal policy, but when he 
Baw that the lion member wished to nbolish 
a fundamental lax (hear, from Dr. Tolmie), he 
thought it better to do away with a local 
tux that would leave this a free poit, which 
it was not now. Ho remombored the lion, 
gentleman when belore his constituents say- 
ing that he was in favor of taxing unculti- 
vated lands (hear, from Mr. DeCosmos). He 
was now advocating the total abolition of 
land taxes. 

Mr. Cochrane failed nt Iho last debate lo 
discover a single argument lo disturb the i 
conviction at which be had long sinco arrived 
that of all the burdens which the people 
ivero called upon to bear the real estate lax 
was the one they most desired to be rescind- 
ed. (Hear, bear) The Act was rongli and 
crude and bud to work in e»ery wny. It 
pressed severely and inequitably on some 
classes of the community ; the entries made 
on the roll from time to time were frequently 
fallacious und appeals against the assess- 
ments were referred to the Court of Revis- 
ion. In ten cases out ol twelvo it was only 
oat ol tho frying pan info tho (ire. (fle&r.j 
The Court of Revision had supreme power, its 
decision could not be altered, and when 
passed and signed, it was irrevocable. II a 
piece of property was taxed five times its 
valuo an appeal could not bo taken to the 
Executive or anywhere elso, and thtre was 
really no remedy lor the grinvanco. For his 
part he could see no cause for the tears and 
lamentations so freely shed by honorable 
gentlemen. (Luighler) In (act be had 
intended to introduce a bill himself to 
abolish this obnoxious tax, which iiine- 
teut lis of tho people were opposed lo. An 
honorable gentleman had said '' oh repeal 
the land lax and you will open tbo way to a 
lot of land speculators to come anil boy up 
'and j" he only hoped that thoy would come 
and the more there were tho belter for busi- 
ness, (Hear, hear) Tho interests of the 
farmers, surrounded as they are by countries 
that can so cheaply compete with them, re- 
quired support nnd lie should certainly not 
be doing justice to his constituents did bo 
not give his adherence to the abolition o( 
the laud tax as proposed by the hon. senior 
member lor tho cily. (Hear) 

Dr. Tolmio had heard no objection from 
his constiiuonts to tho tax on land. The 
hon. gentleman who had just sat down had 
not objected lo iho tax so much as to the 
modo o( raising it. He (Dr. TO maintained, 
however, that the (nx must be retained, and 
that a portion of it at least should go into the 
public revenue. The hon. gentleman again 
urged upon the House to do oway with the 
half por cent lax on imports; it niighl seem 
to those who were nut conversant with 
commercial matters, and who ought to seek 
information from those who were, that it was 
a trilling matter, but he could assure them 
that the effect was most serious. He wect 
into statistics to show iho inequality of the 
cbnrgo on flour, coQeo, butter, &C, the latter 
being more than the freight lo New West- 
minster, and asserted as the Active was 
going to chargo the same rate of freight to 
New Westminster as the Labouchere did lo 
Victoria, that the inevitable tendency of the 
tax was to drive trade from Victoria to British 
Columbia, and to moke merchants go and 
open establishments lucre. 

Dr. llelmckou followed on the same side, 
contending that not a single reason had been 
advanced lor doing away with iho land tax. 
except that in some ca ; es tbey were taxed too 
high. They might talk of nice-tenths of the 
pie beoig in favor of rescinding the laud

tax, but he would iulorm hen. gentlemen that 
only one-tenth of the people in this colony 
hold real estale, and more of those were in 
lavor of doing away with the half p<>r coot 
tax lhan the real estate tax. Tho country 
wa3 going to ruin fnat enough, he thought, 
without hastening it. The hall per cent tax 
was imposed last year in consequence of the 
S50.000 required to provide lor the Gover- 
nor's residence; this ho distinctly remem- 
berod being stated over and over again. It 
was not iotended as a permanent thing ond 
it was under the present circumstances in 
which tho colony was placed thai ho was so 
auxious to seo the one lax retained und the 
other obolished. It was folly to tali of uiiiin 
being near ol hand, for not oue hon. gentle- 
man in the House knew a sioglo word uIjdui 
union. The hon. gentleman dwelt at length 
upon the course pursued by the House in 
subsidising direel steam communication and 
Ihen endeavoring to drive commerce past 
their doors. The cry of reduction of taxea 
was alwa>a a popular oue, but he denied that 
the farmers in his constituency were averse 
to contributing their share to the support of 
the Government. Where commerce flourished 
so would agriculture. What really pressed 
most heavily upon (armors was iho 18 per 
cent mortgages on their property. The pres- 
ent attempt to all lish the real estate tax 
was merely to oolch the votes of constituen- 
cies at lbs ensuing general election. 

Mr. M'Cluro thought that a great many 
erroneous statements had bein mado about 
the balf-per-oent tax. It was not levied for 
tho merely temporary purpose to build the 
Governor's residence any more than the other 
taxes, but was a concession on Iho part of the 
free port members in the way of equalizing 
taxation. Tho old system of harbor dues, 
to which the hon Speaker and hia associate' 
wished to come back, was a most iniquitous 
one. as it gave tho rich merchant every ad 
vantage over tho poor one — making an in 
voice of £100 pay a dollar, when £1,000 only 
paid three dollars. This was tho grand 
scheme for " unshackelling " commerce. 
(Laughter J. The worst feature, however, in 
'he cabo was that the very men who asked 
for tho repeal ol this hall-per- cent 
were the gentlemen who opposed nearly 
every attempt to reduce the estimates (hear, 
hear). Hud llieir ideas been adopted the 
supply voted would, with tho necessary sap- 
leinentary estimates, have exceeded tho es- 
timated revenue by fifteen or twenty thousand 
dollars, und tho House would havo seen the 
lion. Speaker bringing forward another bill 
put an additional holf-per-cent. on real 
estate. (Laughter) Of all members these 
gentlemen should havo kept in tho back- 
ground in asking for tho repeal ol taxes. So 
for as the real estate tax was concerned, 
which some hon. gentlemen thought very 
popular, ho had only to point to the lad that 
people refused to pay it until they were 
compelled by law, and that largo arreaia 
were always due- The hon. Speaker thought 
the abolition of this tax was on election cry 
to pleaso the constituencies; well he (Mr. 
rVH'luru) thought that a very justifiable 
reason (or the step which had been proposed. 
II hon. members paid more attention gene- 
rally to the opinion ol their constituencies 
the colony would bo much bettor governed. 
In this matter tho voice of thu constituencies 
wn.9 tho voice of rooson — direct taxes (or the 
general government had proved a failure on 
Vancouver Island (hear, hear). So for as 
the danger of Victoria losing any of her 
triule, the relative positions ol Victoria and 
New Westminster are almost tho same now 
as they ware this limo last year. Then New 
Westminster was striving lor direct sloam 
communication, and while she was making 
the exertion the lion. Speaker introduced the 
measure whioli he now pronounces (o lie 
ruinous (hear, hear). If, however, tho hon. 
gentleman and his associates really drundud 
tho calamity thoy talked of, there was an- 
other and better way of golting over tho diffi 
cully. Lot them introduce a measure to 
put ono por cent, on nil importations, and 
allow goods going into British Columbia a 
diawbook (hear, hoar). The revenue instead 
ol being diminished would bo inoreased, nnd 
there would bo very little additional expense 
or trouble. If ihey would not adopt this 
conrse, then tho House could come to no oilier 
onclusior than that Ihcy were not sincere; 
in their protoilations. 

Mr. Coohrono referred to tho Bt.itan.8nt 



made by the hon; Speaker that only one- 
tonth, nnd not nine-tenths, of Iho inhabitants 
were land owners, and ho would osk the hon. 
gentleman where were the lessees? (Hear.) 
Did not tho tin adcot them equally with 
tbo land owners 1 (Hoar) Industry was 
nfleeted, because the lax prohibited the in- 
vestment of capital. Although he might be 
"on ignorant adventurer in political science," 
he would venturo the assertion that industry 
of tho hardest kind was taxed by this impost 
(boar; Ah rogarded the half per cent., ho 
bad heurd tho very sumo argument used last 
year with rolerenoe lo UDion being at hand, 
but there hud been no change in the position 
of affairs sinco then. Ho would hove pio- 
fened iho question of the two taxes being 
kept separate. 

Dr, Fowoll oflercd to make his amendment 
a separate vole. 

Dr- Tolmie askod the hon. member for 
Saanioh whoihor Iho fact of the steamer Ac- 
tive running direct from San Francisco to 
New Westminster had uot mode n change in 
the coudilion of things at Now Westminster, 
and whether the measure now proposed was 
not assisting thorn lo divert thu trade from 
Victoiia ? 

Mr. M'OIure— Then bring in a bill exempt- 
ing all goods for exportation tu British Co- 
lumbia. 

Dr. Tolmie said it would entail too much 
expense, as a large stall ol oliicials would be 
required, and that wus not according to the 
bon. gentleman's views of retrenchment ; 
and wliilo on that subject he would say that 
they were all iu favor ol retionchnieni and 
only diflered as lo the mode of carrying it 
out. 

Mr. M : Clure said tho same cry about cus- 
toms officers wus raised hist year when the 
Stock and Carcase Act was onder discussion, 
but it had not made the slightest diflerence 
io tho Government expenditure, und be would 
like to ask bow many oliicials would he re- 
quired to attend to the drawbacks on articles 
Koing to British Columbia amounting; during 
the year to about oue and o half mill. on 
dollars ? 

Dr. Ilclmckcn made a few remarks iu 
support of bis previous arguments, nnd a 
lengthy discussion ihen ensued In regurd to 
considering the two questions involved separ 
atoly, during which Mr. DeCosmos rose to n 
question of order while Dr. Tolmie was 
speaking, and Iho latter rather excitedly 
asked the chair if they were to be subjooled 
to interference on the part of the ■' master ol 
tho ceremonies," for which remark be was 
called m order by llio chair, and apologized. 

Dr. Tolmio roaiarked that thu refusal ol 
hon. members at tho iast moment to allow the 
vole to bo tnkoii separately was nothing more 
lhan tho " tyranny of the inajulily." 

Mr. DeCosmos retorted by saying that the 
" tyranny of tho minority" had been more dis- 
tasteful to the people for u period of neveri 
years. 

The motion for leave to withdraw Dr. 
Powell's amendment so as to consider the 
two questions separately was lost, as was also 
Dr. Powell's amendment itself, and the orig- 
inal motion carried on the following division : 
Ayes — Messrs. Cunningham, DeCosmos, 
Carswell, Duncan, Cochrane, Dickson, Mc- 
Clure. 

Noes — Messrs. Tolmio, Helmoken, and 
Powell.
